City Voter Turnout Is 
Lower Than Expected 


Tuesday’s general election 
brought a relatively low voter 
turnout in Dawson Springs 
with 39.8 percent of registered 
voters going to the polls. A to¬ 
tal of 821 of the 2,064 on the 
rolls voted in the three Dawson 
Springs precincts. 

All candidates for local of¬ 
fices ran unopposed. 

Mayor Jenny Sewell will 
remain in that office with 494 
votes. She received 305 votes 
in Precinct 38, 149 in Precinct 
39 and 23 in the county clerk’s 
office. 

Four incumbent city coun¬ 


cil members will also retain 
their seats. Kenny Mitchell 
received the largest number 
of votes with a total of 486: 278 
in Precinct 38, 182 in Precinct 
39 and 26 in the county clerk’s 
office. He was followed by Rick 
Hendrickson with 466 votes: 
260 in Precinct 38, 179 in Pre¬ 
cinct 39 and 27 in the clerk’s 
office; and Rhonda Mills with 
453: 255 in Precinct 38, 178 in 
Precinct 39 and 24 in the clerk’s 
office. Ray Bochert placed fifth 
with 427 votes. He received 245 
in Precinct 38, 162 in Precinct 
39 and 20 in the clerk’s office. 


They will be joined by new¬ 
comers Mark McGregor, who 
placed fourth in votes received 
with 453: 264 in Precinct 38, 
166 in Precinct 39 and 23 in 
the clerk’s office; and Jackie 
Mathis with 425; 250 in Pre¬ 
cinct 38,155 in Precinct 39 and 
20 in the clerk’s office. 

Three incumbent board of 
education members, Melissa 
Knight, Vicki Allen and Tracy 
Overby were elected to new 
terms.

SHOULD BE WELL BELOW PEAK IN 2008 

Natural Gas Costs Will Be Higher Than Last Year 


Natural gas costs at 
the start of the 2014-2015 
heating season will be 
only slightly higher than 
last year according to the 
Kentucky Public service 
Commission, and gas 
prices remain well below 
the peak reached in 2008. 

On average, Kentucky 
customers can expect to 
pay about 4.58 percent 
more this November than 
last, based on consump¬ 
tion of 10,000 cubic feet 
of natural gas. The av¬ 
erage total bill for 10,000 
cubic feet — including 
base rates — is projected 
to be about $106.48. That 
is down more than $44 
since November of 2008. 

Weather — not price 
— is the dominant fac¬ 


tor in determining the 
amount of energy that 
consumers use to heat 
their homes and thus the 
size of their heating bill, 
said David Armstrong, 
PSC chairman. 

“Many Kentuckians 
saw unusually high heat¬ 
ing bills last winter due 
to the extended spell of 
extremely cold weather,” 
Armstrong said. “The 
weather forecasters tell 
us we are unlikely to ex¬ 
perience another Polar 
Vortex in the coming 
months.” 

Whatever the weather, 
the best weapon consum¬ 
ers have to manage their 
energy costs is to take 
steps to reduce consump¬ 
tion, Armstrong said. He 


suggested residents take 
advantage of current low 
energy costs and invest 
in improvements such as 
weatherization. 

About 44 percent of 
Kentuckians heat their 
homes with natural gas. 
For those who heat with 
propane (10 percent) 
or fuel oil (3 percent), 
prices are expected to 
be lower than last year, 
according to the U.S. 
Energy Information 
Administration. The 39 
percent of Kentuckians 
who use electric heat are 
likely to see somewhat 
higher bills on average 
this winter, in part be¬ 
cause one of Kentucky’s 
largest electric utilities 
had a rate increase in 


the last year. 

Steps Kentucky con¬ 
sumers can take to re¬ 
duce their natural gas 
usage or to soften the im¬ 
pact of gas costs include: 

Budget billing: This 
option allows customers 
to pay the same amount 
each month, based on 
their average monthly 
usage during the year. 
Customers should con¬ 
tact their utility for more 
information. 

Energy conserva¬ 
tion measures: Simple 
steps such as turning 
down thermostats on 
furnaces and water heat¬ 
ers can be big energy sav¬ 
ers. 

Energy audits: Many 
local utilities offer home 


energy audits at little or 
no cost to consumers. 
These audits can identify 
energy-wasting trouble 
spots and provide infor¬ 
mation on how to correct 
the problems. 

Weatherization: 
Consumers can do a 
number of things to re¬ 
duce inflows of cold air 
and leakage of warm air, 
particularly around win¬ 
dows and doors. Some 
basic weatherization 
steps include: 

•Use caulk or weather 
stripping to seal cracks 
around windows, doors, 
pipes and other points 
where cold air can enter 
the home. This alone can 
reduce heating costs by 
10 percent or more. 


•Install energy-effi¬ 
cient doors and windows. 

•Add insulation in at¬ 
tics, crawl spaces and 
walls. 

•Cover windows, espe¬ 
cially those with single¬ 
pane glass, with storm 
windows or plastic sheet¬ 
ing before the onset of 
cold weather. 

•Clean or replace fur¬ 
nace filters monthly to 
improve airflow and ef¬ 
ficiency

TRUTH IN 

Jehoshaphat and Ahab as allies 

1 Kings 22; II Chronicles 18 

Jehoshaphat, son of Asa, became king of Judah in fourth year of Ahab, King of Israel. 

Soon he visited Ahab, the king of Israel. Ahab wanted to reclaim ftamoth Gilead from Aram 
he and Jehoshaphat made an alliance. Jehoshaphat wanted to seek the Lord's counsel 
before he went to war against Aram. Ahab brought together the prophets about four 
hundred men and asked them about going to war for Ramoth Gilead. They told them to go 
and they would be successful. Jehoshaphat insisted on hearing from a prophet of the Lord 
so Ahab brought forth Micaiah who always told Ahab the truth. Micaiah told Ahab and 
Jehoshaphat that he saw Israel scattered on the hills like sheep without a shepherd, and 
that the LORD said, "These people have no master. Let each one go home in peace." 

The king of Israel said to Jehoshaphat, "Didn't I tell you that 
he never prophesies anything good about me, but only bad?" 
Micaiah was slapped in the face and sent off to prision. 
Israel and Judah went to battle at Ramoth Gilead 
where Ahab was hit with an arrow between the 
sections of his armor. The king propped himself up in 
the chariot facing the Arameans where he remained 
all day. The blood from his wound ran onto the 
floor of the chariot, and that evening he died. As 
the sun was setting, a cry spread through 
the army* "Every man to his town: everyone to 
his land!" Ahab was buried in Samaria. 
His chariot was brought to a pool in Samaria 
(where the prostitutes bathed), and the dogs licked 
up his blood, as the word of the LORD had declared.

Danville may soon 
permit golf carts on city 
streets, and the initiative 
may be good news for res¬ 
idents trying to find ways 
to beat gasoline prices. 

After a request from 
a supervisor for United 
Parcel Services made 
its way to Danville City 
Commission asking for 
permission to use golf 
carts for deliveries, the 
commission decided Oct. 
27 to explore the proposi¬ 
tion further. 

Dustin Phillips, an 
on-road supervisor for 
UPS, asked that the city 
permit the use of golf 
carts by the company in 
the neighborhoods of 
Streamland, Bluegrass 
Estates and Brookcove to 
expedite deliveries. 

The commission 
was keen on the idea to 
expand upon the request 
and permit the use of 
golf carts on all streets 
with a speed limit of 35 
mph and under and will 
explore the topic further. 

“I think this is a ter¬ 
rific idea,” said Mayor 
Bernie Hunstad. “I don’t 
think we should look 
at it narrowly in terms 
of the delivery trucks, 
because we have a lot of 
elderly people now mov¬ 
ing into our neighbor¬ 
hoods ... If we’re going 
to the expense of issuing 
an ordinance, we should 
include all areas that 
would meet the same cri¬ 
teria.” 

In 2010, the Kentucky 
General Assembly passed 
a statute that would 
permit the use of golf 
carts on public roadways 
under certain condi¬ 
tions, including limiting 
the use on streets with 
a maximum speed limit 
of 35 mph. Other statu¬ 
tory regulations for use 
include proof of insur¬ 
ance, a driver’s license, 
inspection of the golf 
cart by authorities and 
acquisition of a permit.

October Activity Report 
Issued By KSP Post 2 


For the month of Oc¬ 
tober, Kentucky State 
Police Post 2 issued a 
total of 1,194 citations, 
504 speeding citations, 
77 seat belt citations, 7 
child restraint citations 
and 485 courtesy no¬ 
tices.

Through Oct. 31, 2013, 
24 people had been killed 
in 22 fatal crashes in the 
Post 2 District.

Difficulty of governing isn't excuse

I have been working in or 
around government for over 50 
years, and if you asked me to boil 
down what I’ve learned to one 
sentence, it is this: Governing is 
much harder work than most peo¬ 
ple imagine. This doesn’t excuse 
its lapses or sluggish rate of prog¬ 
ress, but it does help explain them. 

Why is it so hard? Partly it’s 
the country we live in. There were 
130 million Americans when I was 
in high school. Now we number 
over 300 million, with a diversi¬ 
ty and cultural complexity that 
were impossible to imagine when 
I started out. Finding common 
ground, meeting complex needs, 
answering to an overwhelming 
diversity of interests — this is not 
work for the faint of heart. 

The structure we do this with 
makes it even tougher. We have 
governments at the federal, state, 
and local levels, and they in turn 
have branches — executive, leg¬ 
islative and judicial — and a 
cornucopia of massive agencies. 
To solve a problem you have to 
navigate a slow, complex, untidy 
system whose transparency and 
accountability are always less 
than they should be. 

This is magnified by an Ameri¬ 
can public that, these days espe¬ 
cially, wants mutually contradic¬ 
tory things. We want to rein in 
Wall Street excess, but we don’t 
support the regulatory structure 
to do it. We want affordable health 
care but don’t like Washington’s 
involvement in the health-care 
system. We want to shrink the 
deficit without any cuts in defense 
spending or entitlements. 

Our diversity, complex struc¬ 
ture, and difficulty settling on 


coherent policies 
make the hardest 
part of governing 
even harder. Build¬ 
ing a consensus is the 
most important and 
most difficult part of 
political leadership. If 
politics is ultimately 
about the search for a 
remedy — I know, for 
many politicians it’s 
about ego or power or 
money, but I’m inter¬ 
ested in the ideal — 
then you have to be 
able to get a consen¬ 
sus around that rem¬ 
edy You need a majority in the 
U.S. House, 60 votes in the Sen¬ 
ate, and the president’s approval. 
This country cannot be governed 
without compromise, dialogue 
and accommodation, and it comes 
apart at the seams when we go too 
long without them. 

We often have disagreements 
in politics, but good politicians 
know that we have no choice but 
to work through them. The best 
want to bring different groups 
of people together, not pull them 
apart. They understand that not 
all the good ideas come from one 
source, and they reject the idea 
of constant conflict and perma¬ 
nent gridlock. In a divided coun¬ 
try with a government specifically 
set up to divide powers, we need to 
follow this process — not because 
we want to but because we have to. 

They know, too, that you have 
to treat every person with dig¬ 
nity and respect, even though 
the clashes may be hard. I used 
to watch Ronald Reagan and Tip 
O’Neill engage in tough, hard¬ 
hitting dialogue over the issues 
of the day, but for both of them 


the underlying prem¬ 
ise was that they had 
to reach an agreement 
and move ahead. They 
knew civility had to be 
the rule — and always 
ended by trying to top 
each other with a good 
Irish story, doing their 
best to leave every¬ 
one in the room in an 
upbeat frame of mind. 

Don’t get me wrong. 
The clash of ideas 
is important. In a 
dynamic system, with 
competing power cen¬ 
ters and a panoply of 
interests trying to use their power 
to achieve their objectives, better 
policy — a policy that more nearly 
reflects the will of the American 
people — can emerge from this 
debate. Playing one side against 
the other, or merely stating the 
problem in order to rile up lis¬ 
teners — these are easy. Moving 
ahead to reach a solution: that’s 
the hard part. 

Which is why our system works 
so slowly. It’s unwieldy, messy, and 
often very noisy, but most of the 
time, it gets there. 

Yet there are no guarantees. 
Our system is not self-perpetuat¬ 
ing. There is no automatic pilot. 
The question Abraham Lincoln 
asked at Gettysburg 151 years ago 
is as fresh today as it was then: 
Can a nation so conceived and 
so dedicated long endure? We’re 
still finding out, but we know one 
thing: It will take hard work.

Valid ID should be needed to vote

When the Supreme Court rejected a petition to 
stop a Texas voter-ID law from going into effect for 
the midterms, the left commenced its wailing and 
gnashing of teeth. 

In her dissent, Justice Ruth Bader Ginsburg called 
the law “purposely discriminatory,” and everyone 
piled in behind her with denunciations of the Lone 
Star State’s blatant racism. 

For the left, voter ID is tantamount to a poll tax. If 
so, the nation is awash in neo-segregationist election 
rules. According to a recent Government Account¬ 
ability Office report on voter-ID laws, 33 states now 
have them. 

A valid ID is a necessity of modern life, and 
requiring one to vote hardly seems an undue impo¬ 
sition. Especially if you are willing to give one out 
gratis. Of the 17 states that have strict requirements 
for a photo or government-issued ID, the GAO notes, 
16 provide a free ID to eligible voters. 

The critics complain that people may not have the 
relevant underlying documents to get the free ID, and 
there is a cost to obtaining them. 

Well, yes. In Indiana, for instance, it costs $10 to 
obtain a birth certificate. In Arkansas, it costs $12. In 
North Dakota, $7. 

The GAO report focuses on the voter-ID states of 
Kansas and Tennessee, where voters whose eligibil¬ 
ity to vote is in doubt may vote provisionally. Then 
they have a period after the election to establish their 
eligibility. How many voters are showing up to vote, 
only to be foiled by the ID requirement? 

According to the GAO, in Kansas in 2012,1,115,281 
ballots were cast. There were 38,865 provisional bal¬ 
lots, and of these, 838 were cast for voter-ID reasons. 

In Tennessee, 2,480,182 ballots were cast. There 
were 7,089 provisional ballots, and of these, 673 were 
cast for voter-ID reasons. 

In both states, about 30 percent of these voter-ID- 
related provisional ballots were ultimately accepted. 
That means in Kansas and Tennessee, altogether 
about 1,000 ballots weren’t counted (and perhaps

many of them for good reason) out of roughly 3.5 
million cast. There you have it, ladies and gentlemen, 
voter suppression! 

Where you come down on this issue depends on 
whether you think it’s reasonable to require the min¬ 
imal effort to establish your identity when voting. 

The critics say that in-person voter fraud is 
extremely rare, although that is not an argument for 
leaving the system completely open to it. Is voting 
so important that it shouldn’t be tethered to an ID 
requirement? It takes an ID to buy a gun, a constitu¬ 
tional right. It takes an ID to get a marriage license 
or check into a hotel. 

Voting is inevitably going to entail, even in the 
most latitudinarian system, some effort. You have to, 
at least most of the time, go to the polling place. You 
have to fill out the ballot correctly. You might have 
to deposit it in a box. Not all people will go to the 
trouble to do this, or to do it properly, which doesn’t 
mean they are disenfranchised. 

The irony is that unhinged complaints about voter 
ID are, in this supposedly troubling new era of the 
poll tax, a turnout tool.

The dogs needed a trip to the 
vet, where they were treated and 
returned to duty When Adesanya 
appeared in court the next day, his 
arms were bandaged, thanks to 
Hurricane and Jordan. With their 
work done, they reverted to their 


playful selves. He, on the other 
hand, faces a variety of criminal 
charges, including misdemeanors 
connected to his assault on the dogs. 
There are strong indications that 
he may be mentally ill, but if he 
is judged instead to be competent, 
then I agree with Humane Soci¬ 
ety president Wayne Pacelle, who 
argues that he should be charged 
with felonies on the books that 
carry a 10-year prison sentence. 

His lawyers certainly would 
argue that he was merely defend¬ 
ing himself from the Belgians’ 
attacks, but his defense is blown 
out of the water by the fact that he 
had jumped the fence into a heavy 
security zone. 

Sadly, not everyone agrees that 
our pups are canine children, 
happy devoted and gentle until 
some twisted human coerces them 
to be otherwise. I am among those 
who believe there is a special place 
in hell for those who mistreat them, 
particularly here in D.C., where 
there is such a “dog eat dog” men¬ 
tality.

Michael Ray Todd, also un¬ 
opposed, received 528 votes for 
6th District constable in the 
Dawson Springs precincts: 83 
in 37; 285 in 38; and 160 in 39. 
He had 206 votes in Precinct 
40. Todd received 1,309 votes in 
the county. 

In the United States Sen¬ 
ate race in Hopkins County,

Pamela J. Adams Love will 
take over as property valua¬ 
tion administrator from Mar¬ 
garet Brown who did not seek 
re-election. Love tallied 10,436 
votes. 

Keenan Alise Ratliff was 
elected county clerk as she 
ran unopposed for the seat 
held by Devra Steckler. Ratliff 
received 10,442 votes. 

The other countywide races 
were unopposed with incum¬ 
bents Joe Blue winning as 
jailer; Dennis H. Mayfield win¬ 
ning as coroner; Thomas W.

Remember To Change 
Smoke Alarm Batteries 
When Clocks Change 


Kentuckians “fell 
back” to standard time 
last weekend, and many 
also changed the batter¬ 
ies in smoke alarms and 
carbon monoxide detec¬ 
tors to ensure they are 
working properly. 

“Early warning is 
paramount to getting 
out of a house fire alive,” 
said Kentucky State Fire 
Marshal William Swope. 
“Fire can quickly spread 
throughout a home, 
blocking escape routes 
and filling rooms with 
deadly smoke. There 
is no sugar-coating the 
message that having 
working smoke detec¬ 
tors in your home in¬ 
creases the chances that 
you and your family will 
get out of a burning 
home alive.” 

According to data re¬ 
ported to the National 
Fire Protection Asso¬ 
ciation, from 2007-2011, 
three of every five home 
fire deaths resulted from 
fires in homes with no 
smoke alarms or no 
working smoke alarms. 
No smoke alarms were 
present in 37 percent 
of the home fire deaths. 
In 23 percent of the 
home fire deaths, smoke 
alarms were present but 
did not sound. 

“The statistics tell 
a tragic story,” said 
Swope. “To protect your 
family from a home fire, 
install smoke alarms 
and check the batteries 
on a regular basis. And 
if your home doesn’t 
have a carbon monoxide 
detector, get one.” 

The Division of Fire 
Prevention offers these 
safety tips: 

—When installing or 
replacing smoke alarms, 
consider using those 
equipped with dual tech¬ 
nology (to cover differ¬ 
ent types of fires) and a 
10-year lithium battery 
to include those that are 
hard-wired. 


—Install smoke 

alarms in every bed¬ 
room, outside each sepa¬ 
rate sleeping area and on 
every level of the home, 
including the basement. 
Interconnect all smoke 
alarms throughout the 
home. When one sounds, 
they all sound. 

—Test alarms at least 
monthly by pushing the 
test button. 

—Smoke rises. Install 
smoke alarms, following 
manufacturer’s instruc¬ 
tions, high on a wall or 
on a ceiling. Save manu¬ 
facturer’s instructions 
for testing and mainte¬ 
nance. 

—Replace batteries 
in all smoke alarms that 
use 10-year batteries and 
hard-wired alarms when 
they are 10 years old or 
sooner if they do not re¬ 
spond properly. 

—Be sure the smoke 
alarm has the label of a 
recognized testing labo¬ 
ratory. 

—Alarms that are 
hard-wired (and include 
battery backup) must be 
installed by a qualified 
electrician. 

—If cooking fumes 
or steam sets off nui¬ 
sance alarms, replace 
the alarm with an alarm 
that has a silencing but¬ 
ton. An alarm silencing 
button will reduce the 
alarm’s sensitivity for a 
short period of time. 

—Smoke alarms that 
include a recordable 
voice announcement 
in addition to the usual 
alarm sound may be 
helpful in waking chil¬ 
dren through the use of 
a familiar voice. 

—Smoke alarms are 
available for people who 
are deaf or hard of hear¬ 
ing. These devices use 
strobe lights. Vibration 
devices can be added to 
these alarms. 

—Smoke alarms are 
an important part of a 
home escape plan.

After beams are 
placed on the new over¬ 
passes, southbound 
Pennyrile Parkway traf¬ 
fic to southbound 1-69 
traffic will be moved to 
one of the new ramps 
that is nearing comple¬ 
tion. Concrete decking 
on the overpasses can 
be completed when traf¬ 
fic is flowing along the 
ramp underneath. Work 
is expected to continue 


through most of the win¬ 
ter months as weather 
allows.

V Suspend those responsible for a year, plus a year 
probation. 

V Recommend Cordia’s Board of Education choose 
a faculty member and/or volunteer in the community/ 
county to coach varsity and junior varsity teams so 
that children can participate this year, represent their 
school and community 


V The $25,980 fine assessed Cordia by KHSAA be 
used to compensate the volunteer coaches. 

V And, the entire episode be made a classroom 
assignment, learning experience for youngsters: Being 
held responsible and price of unethical decision¬ 
making by adults. 

V Finally, adults responsible for KHSAA rules 
violations be required to attend home games and pay 
for their tickets.

5 questions with deer and elk coordinator

Kentucky’s mod¬ 
ern gun deer season opens statewide on Nov. 8. When 
it does, Gabe Jenkins will have been in his new role as 
the Kentucky Department of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources’ deer and elk program coordinator for a lit¬ 
tle more than a month. 

“It’s been exciting,” he said. 

An avid hunter, Jenkins grew up on a farm in the 
small southeast Ohio village of Rutland. After earning 
his bachelor’s and master’s degrees from Eastern 
Kentucky University, he was hired by Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife in 2007 to work in the deer and elk pro¬ 
gram. 

“All of my predecessors have done a fantastic job 
and I’m here to continue that course,” he said. 

Jenkins, 30, recently sat down for an interview at 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife headquarters in 
Frankfort. The following are excerpts from that inter¬ 
view. 

What are the duties and responsibilities of the 
deer and elk program coordinator? 

Jenkins: “The deer and elk coordinator conducts 
statewide management for white-tailed deer and 
elk. I oversee and conduct biological research, sur¬ 
veys and inventory work on both species. I work with 
eur program’s deer and elk biologists and others at 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife to make recommenda¬ 
tions for the promulgation of regulations that 
address problem issues associated with deer and elk. 
It’s my goal to manage the deer and elk herds in the 
state to provide ample hunting opportunity, yet strike 
a balance between hunters and non-hunters alike.” 

How would you sum up the deer season so far, 
and what are your expectations for the remain¬ 
der of it? 

Jenkins: “Our September harvest has been 
increasing and we have been breaking our September 
harvest record every year. Unfortunately, we didn’t 
break it this year. October’s harvest is right in the mid¬ 
dle when comparing it to previous years. Our youth 
firearms season was good considering the less than 
ideal weather. It was our second-highest harvest in the 
past eight years. The early muzzleloader hunt is very 
weather dependent. The weather was decent across 
the state and our harvest was average this year. 

“We’re coming off of two record harvest years. We 
have made a dent in some of the deer numbers. I look 
for our harvest to be down to where it had been prior 
to 2012 and 2013.” 

What is your assessment of the state’s deer 
herd, estimated to number about 1 million going 
into this season? 

Jenkins: “We stopped stocking deer in 1999. That’s 
not all that long ago. We have places where the num¬ 
bers are good. We have places where the numbers are 
too high. And we have places where we need to grow 
the herd a little more. Especially in the southeastern 
part of the state; how can we get that needle to move a 
Little to get a few more deer in that area? I think our 
hunters would appreciate that. The habitat can’t sup¬ 
port a huge increase but I would like to see it bump up 
some. That’s definitely an interest of mine.” 

Can you foresee any potential adjustments to 
the zone strategy down the road?

to shoot one with a crossbow this year or go to 
Colorado and shoot an elk with my bow or tackle tur¬ 
keys with my bow or a fall turkey with a shotgun. My 
favorite thing to hunt is whatever’s in season. I might 
try new tactics, a new place, a new style, but I love to 
hunt. I’m not one that prefers one weapon over the 
other. I’ve got a bow. I’ve got a crossbow. I’ve got a shot¬ 
gun, a muzzleloader, a rifle. I value each one of them. 
You learn something different and new each time 
you’re out there.” 

Kentucky hunters took a record 144,409 deer during 
the 2013-14 season, and modern gun season accounted 
for 72 percent of that harvest total. 

This year, modern gun season for deer opens Nov. 8 
and continues through Nov. 17 or Nov. 23, depending 
on the zone. Hunters are reminded to purchase the 
appropriate licenses and permits and encouraged to 
review the 2014-15 Kentucky Hunting and Trapping 
Guide — recently updated online at fwkygov — before 
going into the field.

Jenkins: “One thing that I definitely want to open 
up is a dialogue with our hunters. We need to have 
some discussions about ways to better manage our doe 
herd in Zone 1 counties, and how we can get hunters to 
be better managers of our resources in those counties. 
They are tasked to manage the resource. We could do a 
better job of management in many places in Zone 1. So 
how can we encourage, or make it better, for more 
hunters to take more does? The population needs to 
come down a little bit. We’re planning to go on the 
road and talk with our hunters about ways to deal 
with deer numbers in Zone 1 counties. We’re going to 
meet with the public and run some surveys. We hope 
to take what we learn from our discussions and come 
up with a new strategy to harvest more deer in Zone 1, 
specifically female deer.” 

You’re a biologist but also an experienced 
hunter. What do you enjoy most about hunting? 

Jenkins: “I enjoy going after something new. It 
could be a new species. It could be a new place. I love to 
climb up in a tree and shoot a deer, but maybe I want

GETTING PUNCHY 

Chase pressure, aggressive racing lead to post-race 
chaos at Texas Motor Speedway 

L ast winter, when NASCAR laid out how it would determine 

its 2014 Sprint Cup Series champion, status quo was the Geoffrey Miller 

enemy. Officials aimed to stop rewarding “boring” consis- Athlon Sports contributor 
tency and promote aggressive driving in the name of a @OeoffreyMiller 

Powerball-style format. 

After two drivers in the thick of the battle left Sunday’s race at 
Texas Motor Speedway with fat lips and bloodied cheeks — and just three weeks after a sep¬ 
arate Cops-inspired, post-race garage fight at Charlotte — it’s plainly obvious that the new sta¬ 
tus quo isn’t the old one. 

In fact, the only thing that felt quasi-normal Sunday was Jimmie Johnson taking the check¬ 
ered flag at Texas for the third straight fall race. But even he, the six-time, world-beating 
champion, is no longer a factor for the sport’s annual crown. 

Nothing that’s old is new. 

“Everything is just so intense right now,” second-place finisher Kevin Harvick said Sunday. 
“Everybody is just kind of throwing caution to the wind to do all they can for their team.” 

Or, in Harvick’s case, doing everything he can to keep his competitors on edge — like shov¬ 
ing Brad Keselowski after Sunday’s race into the clutching grasp of an enraged Jeff Gordon. 
The minor push was the feather that broke the camel’s back and sent warring Hendrick Mo- 
torsports and Team Penske factions into an all-out pit road brawl. 

“I just told Brad he needed to get in there and fight his own fight,” said Harvick. 
Keselowski emerged from the scrum after directly taking a fist from a No. 24 team member 
to his right cheek. Gordon, the instigator of the whole thing after he parked next to Keselowski 
to show his displeasure, came out from the bottom of the pile with a bloody lip and language 
typically unfit for a national television audience. 

“(Keselowski)’s just a (expletive),” Gordon said. “The way he races, I don’t know how he’s 
ever won a championship and I’m just sick and tired. That’s why everyone is fighting him 
and running him down.” 

Gordon was miffed over a late-race restart that zapped his real chance of winning a spot in 
the four-driver, one-race title fight in two weeks at Homestead-Miami Speedway. After choos¬ 
ing the outside lane for the restart — a questionable decision on its own — Gordon spun his 
tires and tried to swing wide entering the first comer on the outside of teammate Johnson. 

But the move opened a gap and third-place Keselowski shot for it, just as Gordon tried to 
close it once again. Keselowski didn’t budge and two cars bounced into one another. The con¬ 
tact cut Gordon’s left rear tire, sending his Chevrolet spinning in Turn 3. He finished 29th. 
“It ruined our chances, ruined our night, might have even ruined our Chase hopes,” Gordon

said. “It’s just uncalled for. I had to show my displeasure.” 

Keselowski, naturally, saw it differently. 

“I’m here to win races for Roger Penske and for my team,” Keselowski said. “That means 
when there’s a gap, I have to take it. If it requires a tiny bit of rubbing, that’s okay.” 

But even with the Gordon-Harvick tag team, Keselowski vowed that he wouldn’t change in 
the face of criticism or concern about retaliation. 

“I’m going to be in this sport for a while,” Keselowski said. “Got the safest cars in the world, 
can take some pretty hard hits. I’ve taken them before. I’ll be back next week and they’ll have 
to face it.” 

Beyond the pit road melee, Texas provided little clarity about who will actually compete for 
the sport’s title. All eight drivers eligible are still within range of securing one of the four 
available bids and only three (Joey Logano, Denny Hamlin and Ryan Newman) can guaran¬ 
tee an advance in some form without a win Sunday at Phoenix International Raceway. 

But strangely, the four-driver tilt seems destined to include Newman — a driver yet to win 
or even finish second in a Cup race since July 2013. A ninth-place finish Sunday guarantees 
the consistent Newman equal footing in the best-finisher-takes-all finale, and the exact result 
NASCAR was hoping to avoid. 

Meanwhile, the drivers taking the headlines — Gordon, Harvick and Keselowski — can 
only guarantee advancement to the 400-mile championship finale by winning at Phoenix. Har¬ 
vick, last in the Chase point standings with an 18-point gap to Logano, has won three of the 
last four in the desert.

PENSKE APPROVES Roger Penske was resolute in his de¬ 
fense of driver Brad Keselowski’s on-track style after the 2012 
champion won at Talladega Superspeedway last month, and 
the one remained the same after Sunday: 

“Brad Keselowski is a champion who competes to win in every 
race, which is what I expect of him,” Penske said in a state¬ 
ment. “While the actions by others following the race in Texas 
were unfortunate, Brad has my 100 percent support as we now 
move on to Phoenix for the next stage of the NASCAR champi¬ 
onship.” 

KNAUS TO STAY After winning Sunday night at Texas, Jimmie 
Johnson’s crew chief Chad Knaus confirmed he was returning 
to the No. 48 team for 2015.

PHOENIX 


“Like New Hampshire, Phoenix races 
like a short track for the Cup cars even 
though it’s one-mile in length.

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Efforts Underway To Reduce ATV Accidents In Kentucky

Kentucky has a cul¬ 
ture and terrain that 
create a perfect storm 
for often deadly ATV 
accidents. 

“Our state has a very 
rural community and 
there is a big machine 
that is not being used 
as it is designed,” said 
Dr. Joe Iocono, associ¬ 
ate professor of sur¬ 
gery and pediatrics at 
the University of Ken¬ 
tucky. 

Adding to the danger, 
those who ride routine¬ 
ly do so without protec¬ 
tive gear, and most acci¬ 
dents happen far from 
medical care. People 
“just don’t realize the 


risks,” Iocono said. 

And there are plenty. 

Kentucky leads the 
nation in ATV deaths, 
according to the Insur¬ 
ance Institute for High¬ 
way Safety. From 2007 
through 2011, 122 peo¬ 
ple in Kentucky died 
riding ATVs. Pennsyl¬ 
vania ranked second 
with 97 deaths. 

From January 2010 
to July 2014, Universi¬ 
ty of Kentucky Chan¬ 
dler Hospital treated 
769 patients for trauma 
caused by ATVs. Of 
those, 163 were chil¬ 
dren. One child died. 
Of the 606 adults treat¬ 
ed at UK, 23 died. 

To help reduce those 
numbers, Carol Wright, 
a nurse and pediatric 


trauma care coordina¬ 
tor at UK, and Dr. Karen 
Lommel, an emergency 
room resident at UK, 
have been traveling 
around the state. They’ve 
surveyed hundreds of 
people about ATVs and 
safety, traveling to plac¬ 
es like the Black Gold 
Festival in Hazard and 
World Chicken Festival 
in London. 

They found that 
ATVs are so much a 
part of everyday life in 
many communities, the 
danger is overlooked. 

About 80 percent of 
those surveyed had an 
ATV at home or one 
readily available to 
them. Many families 
use ATVs as a prima¬ 
ry source of transpor¬ 


tation, Lommel said. 
Use is so prevalent, it 
almost becomes part 
of the culture. Unfor¬ 
tunately, alcohol is also 
part of that culture, 
further increasing the 
risk for trauma, she 
said. 

ATVs have no rear 
differential, which 
makes them prone to 
tipping on paved sur¬ 
faces. 

One of the most frus¬ 
trating things for Lom¬ 
mel is that many of the 
accidents are prevent¬ 
able. If people wear 
helmets and boots, ride 
appropriately sized 
vehicles and stay off 
the roads, the number 
of people injured could 
be reduced dramati¬ 


cally. When they don’t 
do those things, the 
results can be tragic. 

ATV accidents usual¬ 
ly cause trauma in two 
ways, Iocono explained. 
Either the 2,000-pound 
machine lands on the 
head of a driver who 
is not wearing a hel¬ 
met, or the driver is 
thrown from the ATV 
and slams his head into 
a solid object such as a 
tree. 

Iocono is especially 
disturbed by parents 
who let their children 
drive ATVs. He has seen 
children who have been 
garroted by wire fences 
while driving ATVs. 

Lommel knows of 
some parents who rig 
the machines with 


wooden blocks so chil¬ 
dren may ride machines 
designed for adults, she 
said. 

A “kid should not be 
on an ATV,” she said, 
adding that he support¬ 
ed making ATV safety 
classes mandatory. 
“There is no other way 
to get around it. There 
is just no good reason.” 

Lommel and Wright 
continue to spread the 
message about the need 
for ATV safety. At a 
minimum they would 
like to see people at 
least wear a helmet. 
They are especially try¬ 
ing to reach males ages 
20 to 40 and mothers. 

“It’s very hard to 
change a culture,” Lom¬ 
mel said.

To Your Good Health

Laser Hair Removal 
Not Always Effective 

DEAR DR. ROACH: We spent a con¬ 
siderable amount of money on our teen 
daughter’s laser hair-removal proce¬ 
dures, but the poor thing takes after her 
swarthy father, and the treatment seems 
to have no effect. Is there any real sci¬ 
ence behind this treatment? - S.O. 

ANSWER: There certainly is real sci¬ 
ence, and laser hair removal is effective, 
but its effectiveness is limited, and it’s 
important to have realistic expectations. 
Laser treatment usually doesn’t remove 
hair entirely, forever. Most people will 
have less hair, thinner hair and lighter 
hair. 

About two-thirds of people will have at 
least a 50 percent reduction in the treated 
areas after a single laser course. With 
multiple courses, 90 percent of people 
will get up to a 50 percent reduction. 
Lasers tend to work best for light-skinned 
people with dark hair. Even people with 
apparently complete results usually get 
hair regrowth after six to 12 months. 

Your daughter appears to be among 
those who have a poor response to laser. 
Besides shaving or plucking, other 
options include chemicals to remove the 
hair, medications to prevent hair growth 
and electrolysis, which is the only per¬ 
manent hair-loss method - and even that 
depends on the technique of the techni¬ 
cian. A dermatologist can help guide the 
right treatment for your daughter. 

DR. ROACH WRITES: In January I 
wrote about cluster headaches, and many 
readers took the time to write in with 
what had been helpful for them. Among 
the treatments recommended were the 
antidepressant Zoloft, and the anesthetic 
lidocaine administered in the nose. Sev¬ 
eral readers wrote in to tell me that acu¬ 
puncture cured them. Mold and food sen¬ 
sitivities also were frequently mentioned, 
with an antihistamine and avoidance of 
offending agents being helpful. Botox, 


commonly used for migraine, was the 
key for at least one reader. Finally, several 
people said chiropractic manipulation 
cured their headaches. 

It is easy to say “If it worked for some¬ 
one else, it will work for me.” However, 
the body is vastly complex, and it takes 
a great deal of judgment to know what is 
right for a given person. I don’t pretend 
to have all the answers, but I wanted to 
share my readers’ experiences. What is 
certain is that none of these treatments 
will work for everybody

a regular basis. For a general explanation 
of headaches and their treatment, con¬ 
sider the booklet on that topic.

DEAR DR. ROACH: Faced with the 
higher-priced time-release medication 
for hypertension, my physician said, 
“Just cut them in half.” I have been 
doing this for about two years. Is this a 
viable solution or too simplistic? - P.T. 

ANSWER: It might be a problem. Some 
time-release medicines work by the pill 
dissolving slowly or other methods that 
rely on an intact pill. Breaking them can 
cause all the medicine to release at once. 
Ask your pharmacist whether it is safe to 
break a pill or capsule in half.
